Thousands of young Ala- 
bama high school seniors 
are now looking forward 
to graduation in June, A 
large portion of them have 
projected their sights be+ 
yond high school gradua- 
tlon to college campuses 
in September.

Walter C. Head, Jr., Dir- 
ector of the Alabama De- 


partment of Veterans Af-
